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One Trade-In Pats Auto Dealer In 
Horse Business

Automobile dealers in agricultural 
sections of the country don’t have 
the same kind of trade-in situation 
that confronts those in the metropoli- 
tan centers. Whenever city dealers 
take something “in trade” on a new 
automobile, it is almost invariably a 
used car. But where farmers provide 
the greater part of the motor car mar- 
ket, the trade-in is liable to be a 
horse, or a cow, or some farm com- 
modity that has a ready resale value, 

However, the Hudson Motor Car 
Company’s advertising department is 
faced with a real problem if there ig 
to be much repetition of an experi- 
ence reported by the Hudson dealer 
in LaGrande, Ore.
